ngree with him and he found that he had

He became the advertiving writer of the
prisoners, and through his wonderful nhbll-
Ity to write convineing and “pulling’ letters
built up a business for the sale of trinkets,
ete, made by his comrades
His business letters were of such con-
clroness nnd powar that they attracted the
attention of business men outside of the
prison, Eytinge began writing “eopy” for
miil-order houses, and In fewer than slx
yenrs hus bullt up a business for himself
which neta h'm ubout $20,000 a year. He
the editor of Postage, a magazine of
business which e eagerly sought by manu-
facturers having products to eell through
muail orders,

Eytingoe's redemption 18 credited to the
election of Governor George W. P. Hunt,
Arigonw’'s first ehilef executive, who, after
his Inauguration In 1912, ¢ ampletely changed
the policy of the State prison. Governor
Hunt was a humane man, with advanced
views on pennlogy and serupling noet at all
to put his {dens Into effect (Fortunntaly,
he has been re-clectod.)

The most Important reform to Evtinge
wiis the removal of all restrictions on lettsr-
writing by prisoners. Thix enabled him
